In my conversation with Guy McConnell, Senate 
Appropriations Committee staff, I mentioned that our situation with the 
Renegotiation Board was not quite as clear cut as I had understood in my 
conversation with him earlier and it was possible that we might have to 
accede to their claim of jurisdiction ! 




I told him we were going to resist this to the extent we felt we reason- 
ably could. McConnell is in agreement with this approach to the matter.
